sons into custody, and to keep them safely until they be discharg- 
ed by due course of the laws of. the United States ; and all such 
sheriffs, jailors, prison keepers and their - deputies offending in the 
premises shall be liable to the same pains and penalties, and the 
parties aggrieved shall be entitled to the same remedies against 
them or any of them, as if such prisoners had been committed to

Shall transmit to the United States Marshall for this district for 
allowance and payment, their account, if any, against the United

Sec. 3. The overseers of highways for said district number 
one shall-be elected annually, according to law, by the voters of 
the town of Lake for the first year after the passage of this act, 
and by the voters of the town of Greenfield for the next year, and 
so thereafter by the voters of each town alternately ; and the over- 
seers of highways for said road districts number .two and three, 
shall be elected by the voters of the town ef Oak Creek and of 
Franklin alternately, as above prescribed in case of number one; 
the town of Oak Creek for district number two, and the town of 
Franklin for district number three, of the first year.

Section I. ‘That each and every dam constructed and maintain- 
ed, or which may hereafter be constructed and maintained upon the 
Wisconsin river in this state, shall be furnished with and contain 
a slide or chute, for the passage of rafts and water crafts: said 
slide or chute shall be sixty feet in width, constructed of hewn 
timber, or timber and plank made tightand sunk at the upper end to- 
gether with the dam adjoining, said upper end at least two feet low- 
er [lower] than the balance of said dam: said slide or chute shall be 
of sufficient length to graduate, and shall graduate the descent from 
the top of the’dam to the mean level of the water below, by a reg- 
ular descent at the rate of three feet, in fifty feet of length of slide 
or chute: after the mean level of the water below shall have been 
reached by said slide or chute, an apron or addition shall be ate 
tached, constructed in the same manner and of the same width — 
and material as the slide or chute, ten feet in length, which apron 
or addition shall regularly incline upward from its junction with 
the slide or chute, at the rate of one foot in ten of length: there 
shall be attached to each apron floating spars or fingers of a diam- 
eter not less than six inches at their junction with the apron, and 
not less than forty feet in length, said spars or fingers shall be 
placed at regular intervals of four feet, or fifteen to each slide: the 
place of every slide or chute upon the dam shall be plainly indi- 
cated by at least one buoy placed opposite the centre of the slide 
or chute, at the distance of twenty yards above the dam.

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An act to prevent obstructions to Black river. 


THE people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows : 

Section 1. That each and every dam constructed and main- 
tained upon the Black river in this state shall be furnished with and 
contain a slide or chute for the passage of rafts and water crafts ; 
said slide or chute shall be sixty feet wide, constructed of hewn 
timbet, or timber and plank made tight, and shall be furnished with 
elevated sides at least twenty inches high; the said dam, where 
the slide connects with it, shall be at Jeast twenty inches lower 
than the balance of it (the said dam, said slide, or chute,) shall be 
of sufficient length to graduate, and shall graduate, the descent 
from the top of the dam to the mean level of the water below, by 
a regular descent at the rate of three feet in fifty feet of length of 
slide or chute. After the mean level of the water below shall have 
been reached by said slide or chute, an apron or addition shall be 
attached, constructed in the same manner, and of the same width 
and material, as the slide or chute, ten feetin length; which apron 
or addition shall regularly incline upward from its junction with 
the slide or chute, at the rate of one foot in ten of length. ‘There 
shall’be attached to each apron floating spars or fingers, of a di- 
ameter not lé8s than six inches at their junction with the apron, 
and not less than forty feet in length. Said spars or fingers shall 
be placed at regular intervals of four feet, or sixteen to each 
slide.

An act for the relief of persons confined in jail on civil process, 


THE People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate 
and Assembly, do enact as follows : 

Section 1. Every person confined in jail on an execution is- 
sued on a judgment recovered in an action of tort, shall be dis- 
charged therefrom at the end of ten days from his first confine- 
ment, upon the conditions hereinafter specified. 

Sec, 2. . Such person shall cause notice to be given to the 
plaintiff in the suit, his agent or attorney, in writing, that on a cer- 
tain day and hour, and at a certain place, he will apply to two 
justices of the peace of the county where the person is committed, 
stating the names of such justices, for the purpose of obtaining a 
discharge from his imprisonment. 

Sec. 3. Such notice shall be served by a copy on the plaintiff, 
his agent or attorney, twenty-four. hours before the hour of hearing 
the application, in cases where the plaintiff, his agent or attorney 
lives within twenty miles of the place of the hearing ; and twenty 
four hours shall be added to the time of the notice, for every 
twenty additional miles, the plaintiff, his agent, or attorney shall 
reside distant from such place. 

Sec. 4. At the time an? place specified in such notice, such 
person shall be taken under ihe custody of the jailer or the sheriff, 
or his deputy, before such justices, who shall examine the prisoner 
on his oath, concerning his estate and effects, and the disposal 

_thereof, and his ability to pay the judgment for which he is com- 
mitted; and they shall also hear any other legal and pertinent 
evidence that may be producer| by the debtor or the creditor. 

Sec. 5. The plaintiff in the action may, upon such examina- 
tion, propose to the prisoner any interrogatories pertinent to the 
inquiry, and they shall, if required by the creditor, be proposed 
and answered in writing, and the answers shall be signed and 
sworn to by the prisoner; and the plaintiff in the action may 

have a copy of the interrogatories and answers, certified by the 
justices, upon paying therefor the legal fees. * 

Sec. 6. If upon such examination, the justices shall be satisfied 
that the prisoner is entitled to his discharge. they shall administer 
to him the following oath, to wit:—" I do solemnly swear, 
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that I have not any estate, real or personal, to the amount of 
twenty dollars, except such as is by law exempted from being 
taken in execution, and that I have not any other estate now con- 


, veyed or concealed, or in any way disposed of, with design to

certifieate under their hands, as follows:

The undersigned, two justices of the peace for said county, 
certify that confined in your jail upon the execution and suit 
of is entitled to be discharged from imprisonment, if he be 
imprisoned for no other cause.” 

Sec. 8. The jailor upon receiving such certificate, shall forth- 
with discharge the prisoner, if he be imprisoned for no other 
cause. 

Sec. 9. If such justices should not discharge the prisoner, he 
shall be entitled to apply for his discharge at the end of every 
succeeding ten days, in the same manner as above provided, and 
the same proceedings shal! thereupon be had. 

Sec. 10. The prisoner after being so discharged, shall be for- 
ever exempted from arrest or imprisonment for the same debt, 
unless he shall be convicted for having wilfully sworn falsely upon 
his examination before the two justices, or in taking the oath be- 
fore prescribed. 

Sec. 11. The judgment against any prisoner who is discharg- 
ed as aforesaid, shall remain in full force against any estate, which 
may then, or at any time afterwards, belong to him ; and the plain- 
tiff in the aetion may take out anew execution against the goods 
and estate of the prisoner, in like manner as ‘f he had never been 
committed on the execution. 

Sec. 12. If the debtor shall undertake to satisfy the execution, 
he shall not be entitled to his discharge until he is [has ] paid all the 
charges for his support in prison, in addition to the sum due on the 
execution, 2nd the costs and charges thereon. 

Sec. 13. The plaintiff in the action may at any time order the 
prisoner to be: discharged, and he shall not thereafter be liable to 
imprisonment for the same cause of action. 

Sec. 14. Whenever a person is committed to jail on execution 
issued on a judgment recovered in a civil suit, the creditot, his 
agent or’ attorney, shall advance to the jailor within twenty-four 
hours after such commitment, sufficient money to pay for the sup- 
port of said prisoner, during the time for which he may be im- 
prisoned; and in case the money shall not be so advaneed, or if 
during the time the prisoner may be in confinement, the money 
should be expended in the support of such prisoner, the jailer shall 
forthwith discharge such prisoner from custody, and such discharge 
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shall have the same effect as a discharge by order of the creditor.

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An act to provide for levying a state tax. 


THE People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate 
and Assembly, do enact as follows : 

Section 1. ‘There shall be levied and collected, for the year 
1849, in each county of this state, a state tax of four mills on the 
dollar valuation, to be levied and collected, and paid into the state 
treasury in gold and silver. 

Seo. 2. The su pervisors of their respective counties are hereby 
required to levy ,the foregoing tax upon the taxable property in 
their several counties, according to the provisions of an act entitled 
“an act for the assessment and collection of taxes,” approved 
March 29, 1849. 

Sec. 3. Whenever any county treasurer shall fail to pay into 
the state treasury any moneys in his hands for that purpose, at the 
time prescribed by law, he shall in addition to other penalties, be 
liable to the following, viz: If he shall so fail for the space of ten 
days, he shall forfeit to the state twenty per cent. on the amount 
withheld, and if he shall fail to pay over such moneys for the 
space of thirty days after such specified time, he shall forfeit his 
office of treasurer and be declared a public defaulter. 

The secretary of state is hereby required immediately 
upon the passage of this act, to cause one thousand copies of the 
same, together with the “act for the assessment and collection of 
taxes,” approved March 29, 1849, to be published by the state 
printer in pamphlet form, and transmit to each clerk of the board

THE People of the State of” Wisconsin, represented in Senate 
and Assembly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1- That all of that certain tract of land known and 
deseribed as section number four in township number eight north, 
range number fifteen east, in the county of Jefferson, shall hereaf- 
ter be known and designated as the village of Watertown; and the 
inhabitants residing, or who may hereafter reside within said vil- 
lage, are hereby constituted a body corporate, to be known and

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As act in relation to the School and University Lands, the sale and super- Chap 913 
intendence thereof, and the powers and duties of Commissioners of said 
Lands. 


THE People of the State of Wisconsin represented in Senate 
and Assembly, do enact as follows: 

. SECTION 1, The secretary of state, treasurer, and attorney State officers 
general shall constitute a board, to be called ‘ the Commissioners t° i nde 
of the School and University lands,” for the superintendence and ¢ Co ands, 
sale of the school and university lands belonging to this state, and ~ 
for the investment of the funds arising therefrom, in such manner 
ağ the legislature shall direct, and also for the investment of the 
other university and school funds; and théy shall have the general 
care and superintendence of all of said lands, in such manner as 
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the legislature shall direct; and any two of said commissionets 
shall be a quorum for the transaction of business. 

Sec. 2. The said commissioners shall, before the fifteenth day 
of December in the year one thousand eight hundred and fifty, 
offer for sale at public auction as hereinafter provided, all the uni- 
versity lands and all the school lands embraced in the sixteenth 
section in every township in this state, which shall have been ap- 
praised according to law, and returns whereof shall have been duly 
made to the secietary of state prior to the first day of June, inthe 
year aforesaid; but said commissioners shall, with the approval of 


the governor, withhold from such sale any portions of said lands, 


when in their opinion it will be most beneficial for the school or 
university fund that the same should be reserved from such sale. 

Sec. 3. All school and university lands not offered for sale, ag 
provided in the preceding section, exeept the same shall be pur- 
chased under a pre-emptive right, shall, from time to time, at the 
discretion of the commissioners and the governor, after the same 
shall have been duly appraised and returned, be offered for sale at 
public auction, as hereinafter provided, and no such lands, sxcept 
those above excepted, shall be subject to private emtry, until they 
shall have first been offered for sale at publie auetion. ’ 

Sec. 4. The minimum price of every tract or lot of school 
and university lands, shall be [the] appraised value thereof, includ- 
ing the appraised valne of the improvements thereon, and also the 
expense of appraising and subdividing the-same, and no such-lands 
shall be sold for less than the minimum price, except as hereinaf- 
ter provided. 

Sec. 5. All sales at auction of school and university lands, 
shall be made at such times and at such public place in each eoun- 
ty in which such lands are situated, as the commissioners and gov~ 
ernor shall designate; and the commissioners shall, previous to 
any such sale, cause a notice thereof, specifying the time when and 
the place where the same will be held, to be published once in 
each week for at least eight successive weeks in each newspaper 
printed in the county where such lands are to be sold, if any, but 
if there be no such newspaper, then in the newspaper printed 
nearest to the -place where such sale is to be held, and the expenses 
of such publication shall be audited and paid by the commission- 
ers out of the schoo] fund. 

Sec. G. Atthe time and place specified in such notice, the 
commissioners shall commence the sale of such lands as are then 
to be sold by them, and shall continue the sale from day to day, 
Sundays excepted, between nine o’¢lock in the forenoon and the 
setting of the sun, so long as shall be necessary. 

Sic. 7. Each lot or tract of such lands, as appraised and de- 
scribed by the appraisers, then to be sold, shall, except as provided : 
in the succeeding section, be offered separately at such sale, at the 
minimum price as specified in the fourth section of this chapter, 
and shall be cried long enough to enable any one to bid who de- 
sires; and if the minimum price, or more than such price shall 
be bid, such lot or tract shall be strack off to the highest bidder ; 
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but if such price be not bid, the same shall be set down as un- 
sold. 

Sec. 8, Whenever there shall be a water power upon any 
school or university lands which are offered for sale, it shall be 
optional with the commissioners to sell together all the tracts or 
lots upon which such water power is situated, and such other 
tracts or lots as are necessary for the use and enjoyment of the 
same, not exceeding, however, one hundred and sixty acres, or 
they may sell each such tract and lot separately, as in their opin- 
ion will bé most beneficial to the interests of the school and uni- 
versity fund. 

Sec. 9. All lands sold under the provisions of this chapter, 
shall be subject to the levy and collection of taxes as in ordinary 
cases; and if the purchaser shall refuse or neglect to pay the tax- 
es thus levied and the collector shall be unable to find personal 
property upon which to levy, he shall return such land with other 
delinquent lands, and they shall be advertised ; and the interest of 
the purchaser therein sold in the manner prescribed by law for the 
- sale of lands for delinquent taxes. 

Sec. 10. The order of sale at auction of the school and uni- 
versity lands shail be, to begin at the lowest numbers of the sec- 
tions, townships and ranges in each county, and proceed regularly 
to the highest, untjl all. then to be sold are offered for sale; and 
no bid skall be received from any one person for more than one 
hundred and sixty acres of land in this state. 

Sec. 11.. The terms of payment on the sale of all school and 
university lands, shall be notless than ten per cent. and not more 
than seventy-five per cent. of the purchase money, to be paid at 
the time of the sale, as shall be determined by the commissioners, 
and interest on the balanée to the first day of January next follow- 
ing, at seven per cent., and the balance of the principal to be paid 
in one or more instalments at any time within ten years from such 
sale, at the option of the purchaser, with like interest, payable in 
advance on the first day of January, or within thirty days there- 
after, in each year, at such place or places as shall be specified in 
the certificate of sale; but nothing in this section contained shall 
prevent any purchaser from paying the whole purchase money at 
the time of sale, if he chooses so to da. 

Sec. 12. In fixing the amount of purchase money to.be paid 
at the time of sale, the commissioners shall have reference to the 
amount of permanent improvements aa the land sold not liable to 
be destroyed, the proportion of timber, mineral or prairie, if any, 
thereon, and the general situation of such land relative to its lia- 
bility to be injured, or its becoming less valuable by trespass, 
waste or otherwise. 

Sec. 13. Upon the close of the sales each day, every purchas- 
er of any lot or tract shall pay the amount of purchase money, 
and interest required by the terms of the sale to be paid in hand, 
or in caseof failure to make such payment by the opening of the 
sales on the next day, the lot ur tract so sold shall be again offered 
at public sale on the same terms as before. 

Sec. 14. If any purchaser shall neglect or refuse to make the 
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payment specified in the preceding section, before the lot or tract 
bid off by him shall be again offered for sale, he shall, for every 
such refusal or neglect, forfeit the sum of twenty-five dollars for 
each lot or tract so bid off by him, to be recovered in the name of 
the state by the commissioners. : 

Sec. 15. Whenever in the opinion of the commissioners, any 
school or university lands are so situeted that additional security 
should be given for the payment of the balance of the purehase 
money, they may require such security, which shall be a bond and 
mortgage, the mortgage to be executed upon unincumbered reaf 
estate of double the value of the amount of the purchase money 
remaining unpaid. 

Sec. 16. In case of the non-payment, either of principal or 
interest, when due, according to the terms of the certificate of sale 
such certificate shall become void from the time of such failure, 
and the purchaser or purchasers shall forfeit all right and interest 
in the land described in such certificate, and the commissioners 
may take immediate possession thereof and re-sell the same, as 
is hereinafter provided. : 

Sec. 17. At any time before a re-sale of such land, the pay- 
ment of the sum cue with interest, and all costs oceasioned by 
the delay, together with five per cent. damages on the whole sum 
owing for such land, shall prevent such re-sale, and revive the ori» 
ginal contract. : 

Sec. 18. If on a re-sale of such land, the same shall produce 
more than sufficient to pay the sum owing therefor, with interest 
and costs and five per cent. damages on the amount of purchase 
money unpaid, the residue, when collected, shall be.paid over to 
the former purchaser or his legal representatives. 

Sec. 19. In case of such forfeiture, the former purchaser of 
such land shall be liable to be sued for any waste or unnecessary 
injury which he may have dune to the same, or to the timber or 
mineral thereon, and any suit therefor shall be prosecuted by. the 
commissioners in the name of the state for the benefit of the school 
or university fund. 

Sec. 20. The title or fee of all school and university lands 
shall remain in the state until the patents shall issue for the same, 
and no such patent shall issue except upon full payment of the 
interest, N 

Sec. 21. The certificate of sale issued hy the commissioners; 
pursuant to the provisións of law, shall entitle the purchaser to the 
Jands therein described, and shall be sufficient evidence of title to 
enable the purchaser, his heirs or assigns to maintain actions for 
injuries done to the same, or any proper action of proceeding to 
recover possession thereof, and also for rents becoming dte, or 
breaches of covenant accruing after his purchase, under any lease 
existing at the time of such purchase; unless such certificate shall 
have become void by forfeiture. 

Sec. 22. No such certificate shall be deemed to confer upon 
the purchaser, or any person claiming under him, the right to cut 
down or destroy, or carry off from the land any wood or timber 
standing or growing thereon, or any.mineral therefrom, without the 
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written consent of the commissioners, and only to the extent of 
such consent; but nothing herein contained shall prevent such 
purehaser from actually using and applying any wood or timber on 
the land to the erection of fences or buildings thereon; nor for 
taking firewood therefrom necessary for the use of his family ; nor 
from actually and fairly improving any such land for the purposes 
of cultivation. 

Sec. 23. Certifieates of sale in force, may be acknowledged 
and recorded in the same manner that deeds .of conveyance are 
authorized to be recorded; and they may also be assigned by writ- 
ing; which may be acknowledged and recorded in like manner ; 
and the person to whom the same shall be legally assigned, shall 
have the same rights and remedies thereupon, as the original pur- 
chaser would have had. 

Sec. 24, Whenever any such certificate shall be lost or de- 
stroyed before the patent shall issue, the commissioners, upon sat~ 
isfactory proof of the fact by affidavit to be filed with them, may 
issue a certified copy of the original certificate of sale to the per- 
son entitled thereto, which shall have the same force and effect as 
the original or duplicate. 

Sec, 25. When full payment shall have been made for any 
such lands, as required by law, and the purchaser or his legal rep- 
resentatives, shall produce to the said commissioners the duplicate 
certificate ef sale, with the receipt of the state treasurer endorsed 
thereon, showing that the whole of the principal and interest due 
thereon has been paid, and that the holder of such certificate is 
entitled to a patent for the lands described therein, the original and 
duplicate certificates shall be canceled, and a patent from the state 
for the land deseribed in such certificate shall be issued by the 
commissioners to the person or persons entitled thereto; which 
patent shall be signed by the governor and countersigned by the 
secretary of state, with the great seal of state thereto affixed. 

SEC. 26. The purchaser of any such Iland, when the balance 
of the purchase money therefor shall become due, may retain the 
same as a loan from year to year, on payment annually in ad- 
vance of the interest on the sum due, at the rate of interest spesi- 
fied in the certificate of sale; but no patent shall issue for such 
land until full payment is made as provided in the preceding sec- 
tion, together with all taxes levied thercon, and the legislature may 


‘hereafter change the law so as to require payment of such pur- 


chase money at any time after one year from the time when the 
original credit shall have expired. 

Sec- 27. Purchasers may, at any time before due, pay any 
part or the whole of such purchase money, and the interest there- 
on. . 

Sec. 28. Any school and university lands which shall be for- 
fejted hy the non-payment of either principal or interest, before 
the same shall be subject to private entry, shall be re-offered for 
sale at public auction, and the minimum price of all parcels or 
lots so forfeited, upon which improvements shall have been made, 
shall be such as (shall be such as) shall be determined in the 
manner pravided in the forty-eight section of this chapter. :

Your memorialists, the senate and assembly of the state of 
Wisconsin, represent that they regard the legislation of congress 
as indicating an intention to establish marine hospitals for sick 
seamen and boatmen, at such points on the sea and lake coasts, 
and along the principal rivers, as the wants of our commerce shall 
require. 

Several of these have already been put in operation, others are 
in progress of preparation; and locations have been made and 


` sites purchased for others, at considerable expense to the nation ; 


but no provision has yet been made for the upper valley of the 
Mississippi. 

The basin drained by that river and its tributaries, above the 
Missouri, is of immense extent, of great fertility and salubrity, and 
is already occupied by one entire state and parts of two others, 
whilst still additional states are contemplated ; and so rapid is the 
increase of population and commerce, that the want of such an 
institution is already felt, and is becoming more necessary every 

ear. 
y Your memorialists further represent that Rock Island, in the 
Mississippi river, is believed to be the most eligible location of 
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such an institution. It is a central pointin the upper valley, being 
about midway between St. Louis, the highest point on the river at 
which a hospital has been located, and the head of navigation on 
the river, and will accommodate the commerce of the main stream 
and all its tributaries navigable. It lies at the foot of the upper 
rapids, and is the resort of boats and boatsmen, for the purpose of 
lying by during the winter season. 

It is also, on account of its salubrity and scenery, the resort of 
invalids and others during the summer months. 

Your memorialists further represent that the island, which now 
belongs to the United States, contains several hundred ‘acres of 

-exceedingly valuable land, from the sale of which, it is confidently 
believed, a sufficient sum can be realized to erect the necessary 
buildings and put the institution in complete readiness for the re- 
ception of patients, without any appropriation of money from the 
treasury. 

Your memorialists, therefore, pray the passage of an act direct- 
ing the secretary of war to select a tract of land suitable on the 
island, for the site of the necessary buildings and for appurtenant 
grounds, and appropriating the proceeds of the remaining lands to 
the establishment and support of said hospital.

The memorial of the senate and assembly of the state of Wis- 
con, respectfully sheweith : 

That it appears from the representations of seventy-five citizens 
of the county of Crawford, state of Wisconsin, residing in the 
vicinity of Black river, “ That the settlers in said community are 
much annoyed by bands of Chippewa Indians, who remain about 
three months in each year (frum the middle of November to the 
middle of February) in the neighborhood of Black river, and are 
in the constant habit of breaking into and robbing unguarded 
houses of the provisions, cooking utensils, farmers and mechanics’ 
tools, &c. ; and that very often, while intoxicated, they are very 
abusive to women and children, all of which has the effect to ren- 
der a residence unsafe and unpleasant, and has the tendency to re- 
tard the settlement of the country.”
